He recaled that Germany declared 


she is going to win the war in two 
months. 


Gcrmnns Break Through 


PARIS — (IP)— German tanks tore 


gaps in the Allied positions on the 
Meuse Wednesday after crossing the 
river at three points along the 50-mile 
front from Namur, Belgium to Sedan 
in northern France. 


The Germans shifted their assaults 


to this sector after meeting strong 
French counter-attacks in the Se- 
dan region just to the south, and 
were reported 
to have 
"ponertated 


to the interior of the French dis- 
positions." 


"In the face of the serious new 


situation, the French command has 
abandoned the war of position and 
begun a war of movement," a Wai- 
Ministry spokesman said. 'The high 
:ommand has re-grouped and launch- 
ed counter-attacks, which are now 
underway." 


French Take the Field 


The change from stationary to mo- 


bile warfare ineiint that the French 
had decided to abandon their pre- 
pared fortifications and fight the bat- 
tie of the Meuse in the field. The sec- 
tor 
in which the Gentians broke 


through was defended by a line of 
concrete pill-boxes built along the 
Belgian border as a 
northwesterly 


extension of the Maginot line.. 


German tanks and planes advanc- 


ed deep into this field of fortifications, 
defying French machine-gun ire. 


French general headquarters at 6 


p. m. said: "A general 
melee of 


French and Germany infantry, tanks 
and aviation is taking place. The sit- 
uation appears confused." 


Infantry Follows Tanks 


Reischwchr infantry tried to follow 


the tanks through the French lines 
north of Sedan, but the French troops 
held their ground at first. Once the 
tanks got through the French lines, 
however, they spread out in all dir- 
ections, threatening the French posit- 
ions from the rear. Then some French 
units had to retreat. 


Both in the Sedan sector and along 


the Meuse to the north, the Ger- 
man assaults continued despite French 
counter-attacks with tanks and plan- 
es.

From 191D to 1933 Germany's ter-

Unless both houses 
pass such a resolution reorganization 
irders go into effect automatically aft- 
f they have been before Congress 60 
clays. If Congress should adjourn be- 
fore June 10, the reorganization would 
not take effect until 60 days after the 
next session opens.
